G. O. P. STRATEGY. 


Criticise the congress all you want to, 
bttt stand by the administration. No news­ 
paper in the country has criticised the re­ 
publican congress more stingingly than the 
republican New York Herald, which went 
td the very limit of criticism in its fights on 
the bonus and on the tariff. 
But while it 
excoriated the congress that passed the 
tariff bill, the Herald will not even chide 
the president who signed it. 
f ‘There was nothing for the president to 
do in the circumstances,** says the Herald, 
“but to sign it. 
The republican party was 
pledged to early revision of the democratic 
tariff. 
President Harding was pledged to 
the revision and during the campaign and 
after the election two years ago there was 
nobody either republican or democrat, that 
did not expect President Harding and his 
party to give the country a new tariff based 
on republican protection principles in place 
of the one based on democratic principles.*’ 
W e don’t see that this is as conclusive as 
the Herald assumes. 
Neither the republi­ 
can party nor its nominee was pledged to 
give the country a tariff like tl ** one, a 
tariff which the Herald has denounced as 
“scandalous” and which it still declares is 
sufe to raise very greatly the cost of living. 
Nbr was it accepted everywhere as inevit­ 
able and necessary that the President sign 
the bill. 
On the contrary, so prominent a 
republican organ as the New York Tribune, 
’ for instance, urged Mr. Harding to use the 
veto and declared that the country would 
applaud the act. 
The republican strategy of putting the 
blame for all blunders 
and 
misdeeds on 
congress and portraying the administration 
as a marvel of wisdom and efficiency is 
very thin. 
Surely 
the 
public 
will 
seej 
through it. 
Much of the harm that con­ 
gress has done could have been prevented 
I by an administration able to exercise any 
sort of effective leadership. 
But all the 
blunders and muddling of congress have 
not been as serious in their effects as the 
cardinal blunder of the past two years— 
namely, the failure of the United States to 
play its proper part or any part at all in 
the great outstanding task of this genera­ 
tion, the task of putting back into wor ing 
order Ahose portions of civilization which 
have been wrecked by the world war and 
its aftermath. This failure is incomparably 
the worst thing chargeable against the re­ 
publican party since it has been in power, 
and for this, not congress, but the adminis­ 
tration is primarily responsible. 


THE WAR OF THE SKIRTS. 


Other topics may occupy more space on 
the editorial pages, but the question of long 
skirts vs. short skirts is about the livest 
issue of the hour. There is a mighty revolt 
against the hitherto undisputed rule of the 
Czars of Fashion. They have decreed that 
their subjects shall discard the short skirts, 
which have been for some years the vogue 
and wear long skirts instead. 
A good pro­ 
portion of the subjects say they won’t do it. 
Here is a sample set of resolutions showing 
the way the insurrectionists feel about it: 
“Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this meeting that the Rainy Day Club 
of America does hereby appeal to all 
women firmly to resist the mandates 
of the misguided designers and dress­ 
makers, and to insist that their clothes, 
including panels or other draperies, be 
not nearer the 
ground 
than 
seven 
inches, and that they be cut in such a 
manner and with sufficient material to 
permit 
or perfect 
freedom 
of the 
limbs.” 
It is a merry war, this struggle between 
the Fashion Czars and their rebellious sub­ 
jects, and it interests a great many more 
people, in this part of the world at any rate, 
than the war or near war that is upsetting 
the Near East. 
The participants are in 
deadly earnest. 
The wisest military and 
strategical experts 
cannot 
forecast with 
confidence the outcome of the campaign, 
though most of them, basing their judg­ 
ment on the 
lessons of history, 
seem to 
think that the rebellion will peter out in 
the end. 
The Fashion Czars have always 
put down revolts against their rule; but it 
may be dangerous to argue from precedent 
for this revolt really seems to be the big­ 
gest that has ever occurred. Moreover, the 
sympathy of the bystanders, comprising 
practically all adult members of the male 
sex, is overwhelmingly with the rebels. 
Wtjat the male sex thinks about it, how'- 
ever, really does not matter. In the arabaic 
language of a decade or so ago, mascu­ 
line opinion cut no ice. 
If ail the men 
of America rose with one accord and shout­ 
ed in one voice for the short skirt, the effect 
would be practically nil. 
This is a war 
of the ladies, in which men are not meant 
to mix, and the bewhiskered scientists and 
bespectacled physicians who try to help the 
cause of the short skirt by pointing out that 
it is more healthful and sanitary are mis­ 
guided bunglers who are apt to do more 
harm than good. 
But while the men may 
not mix in the struggle, they can watch it 
as it rages and utilize it perhaps for inno­ 
cent gratification of the sporting instinct 
that is in most of them.

And the “buddy”—Morton M. David, 
adjutant of the Colorado department of 
the American Legion—has been on the 
Job since. He gave up his law practice 
to devote all his time to legion affairs. 
And since he did so he has handled 
hundreds of legal cases for former sol­ 
diers—without pay. 
He handles only 
those of men who have not the money 
to employ a lawyer, and the character 
of the cases has ranged from suits to 
recover property lost by too much faith 
In some who remained at home, by 
boys who went, to divorce cases where 
the separation seemed justified. 
“The war is not over,” Mr. David 
has told bis buddies, when urged to 
give more time to his own work, “there 
Is yet the big fight to win—the fight 
for the hospitalization and rehabilita 
tion of our disabled, and for justice 
for those who served and escaped 
physical disabilities. 
I can afford to 
give a few years of my life to the 
American Legion—I’m young yet.” 
The Colorado department has liad a 
remarkable growth since the little 
group of five Initiated its organization. 
And it boasts—every department can 
boast of one or a score of like spirits— 
of the efforts of its adjutant, who 
works from ten to sixteen hours a day 
for the American Legion. Legionnaires 
cite that kind of effort In answer to 
questions as to the future of the Amer­ 
ican Legion—Will It endure?
